1. This report will pot deal with dailies (except the Shih Tat Jih Pag), books, 

mosquito papers /tabloid-size Sacanaheri? + Humorous magazines, short-lived 
publications and sporadic clandestine pubdlicntions. Exclusive of these cate-~ 
gories, there are eighty-three publications in Shanghai in the Chinese language 
which are published weekly or monthly, ara generally serious in tone, are 
available at most bookstores and hawkers’ stande, have a definite purpose 
(primarily propaganda), and which are continuous and established publications. 
Of these eighty-three, twenty-eight are leftist pro-Soviet publications, which 
will be discussed in detail in succeeding paragraphs. In alnost every instance, 
the wholesale as well as the retail prica of each of the twenty-eight publica-e 
tione 1s less than the cost of publishing each issue. Of the eighty-three 
publications studied by source, none were pro~American. 


2. Sovist support to non-Soviet-owned Chiness-languags publications in Shanghai 

is accomplished by supplying tho Chinese publishers with cheaply priced news~ 

print, voluminous and free reference materials, gifts to various writers, loans, 

and travelling expeness to the USSR for the well-known leftist Chinese writers, 

and the usual activities of PASS and YOKS. Sovist movies (at the Doumer theater), 

draua, music speeches, etc. complement the printed propaganda coverage. Soviet~ 

owned and Soviet~sponsored bookstores encourage poor Chinese students and youth 
25X1A6a to use the bookstores as libraries free of charze.

5. Of the eighty-three publicntions studied, twenty-eicht, or nearly 343, were 
found to contain pro-Soviet propsysnda. Pro-Soviet propaganda was found in 
approximately 650) of the gencral coverage publications, aprroxinately 64% 
of the publications dealing with youth and women, accroxiiately 60> of the 
liternry publications, less than 7% of the technicnl scientific evuolientiona, 
and about 12) of the social science rubliestions. This indicates that pro- 
Soviet sropaganda in Chinese-lLangunge publicaticas in Shanghai is concentrated 
chiefly in those weeklies and wonthlies which deal priuarily with youth and 
wouen, literary subjects snd general covernge; little euphesis is placed on 
those publications dealiny with scientific or technical subjects, through 
which .ropasanda is not so easily dissewineted.

Comment; Coverage consists chiefly of articles on the national and international political 
situetion, natural science, fableg and stories translated from the Ruasian {including 
stories by (iorki and others) aud some selected practice writings by school boys and girls. 
The first issue of the periodical was published in Chungking on 16 July 1945. In the 
beginning of 1946 the periodical was published in Shanghai. Copies can be purchased in the 
K'al Ming Branch Stores in Chungking, Chengtu, Kunming, Keiyang, Nenking, Hengchow and 
Kaifeng. Although this periodical presents worthwhile articles on natural science (articles 
on vitamins, weather, shocting stars, breeding of frogs, etc.), its chief aim is to develop 
pro~Soviet anti-American sentiments. Issue, Example; #24, 16 June 1947. The story "Ho 
Teo" (Cooperation), page 20, tells how students in a junior high school tried to contribute 
to form a library of their own and how the school teachers found the students reading 
translated Soviet stories, punished the students and stopped them from forming their own 
library; however, the students were able to establish the library in one student's home and 
they could finall read what they wanted to. The Truman Doctrine is attacked in the 

article "What is Trumanism and How Did It Recently Expand Into Western Europe", page 2. 

“The Tiger's White Stockings", page 26, is supposed to be a fable for children; however, it 
is a subtle political perod:..
